message that if he did no t return by 
Tuesday that the go v ernment be no ti­ 
fied. 
When he failed 
to return

schedule, his friends became alarmed 
and a searching party o f nativ es fa­ 
miliar with the 
cav e was o rganized 
and began the quest. 
After three 
day s 
o f fruitless ef­ 
fo rt, appeal was made to Go v erno r 
Austin Peay , who o rdered Chief Mine 
Inspecto r 0. H. Pile and a crew o f 
trained 
mine 
rescuers 
to 
t#ke 
charge o f the search. 
This crew, co mp o sed o f men who 
had sho wn hero ism in the rescu e o f 
ento mbed 
miners

Tennessee, o n two o ccasio ns, made a 
trip into the cav e Satu rday bu t re­ 
mained o nly a sho rt 
time,

From time to time there hav e 
been stories of a strang e denizen of 
the lake, to which was attached a g en­

Unev en grazing will also re­ 
duce both the q uality and q uantity 
of the herbage. Some pastures got o ff pineapple)

to a poor start this spring because 
m a s h e d po ta to e s 
of the cool, dry weather.

for 
weeds, nativ e grasses and sedges, hut 
was hurtful to new plantings of tame 
grasses.

If these weeds are allowed to grow, 
they will rob the pasture plants of 
light, moisture and plant food, states 
Mr. Kirby. 
All pastures in which the 
weeds hav e made a sta rt should be 
mowed.

shade is good for the liv e stock that 
uses a pasture, but the close, dense

When only a few animais are in the 
pasture, they will graze heav ily in 
some places and allow the o ther parts 
to grow unhindered.

seed become hard, fibrous and unpal­ 
atable, whereas had they been pro per­ 
ly grazed, would hav e been succulent, 
tender and palatable. 
If grazing is 
unev en, mow the parts not grazed or, 
better still, add a few more dairy 
cows to the farm, states Mr. Kirby. 


Phosphate Will Balance 
Manure Applied to Corn 
Farm ers who hav e manure to apply 
to their corn land will find it to their 
adv antage to mix 25 pounds of 1G per 
cent acid phosphate with each ton of 
manure, according to M. F. Miller, of 
the Missouri College of Agriculture. 
Ev ery farm er believ es in farm ma­ 
nure. Many believ e in it so strongly 
'th a t they will not use o ther kinds of 
fertilizers. 
Barnyard 
manure 
will 
giv e better returns, howev er, when 
mixed with acid pho sphate as shown 
by the results of experiments conduct­ 
ed at the college. 
Manure Is low in phosphate. 
Its 
main v alue as a fertilizer is in the 
fact that It coutains a high percentage 
of nitrogen. When phosphate is mixed 
with it, It makes a better balanced 
fertilizer. 
Ano ther reason 
for adding phos­ 
phate to manure Is that It prev ents 
v olltllizatlon of the ammonia. 
Am­ 
monia Is v aluable in building up soil 
fertility.

If Weeds and Bushes Are 
Allowed to Grow Grass 
Will Be Injured. 


How the pasture is handled during 
tho midsummer determines the amount 
and quality of the grazing to he ob­ 
tained from it during the remainder 
cf the year. 
“There are two big things to look out 
for with the pastures in midsummer," 
says S. J. Kirby, pas!lire specialist at 
North Carolina State college. “If weeds 
and bushes are allowed to grow, the 
grass will be shaded and the sod 
Injured. Uneven grazing will also re­ 
duce both the quality and quantity 
of the herbage. Some pastures got off 
to a poor start this spring because 
of the cool, dry weather. This pm 
vided a favorable 
environment 
for 
weeds, native grasses and sedges, hut 
was hurtful to new plantings of tame 
grasses. 
Even 
old 
pastures 
were 
hurt.” 
Weeds Rob Pastures. 
If these weeds are allowed to grow, 
they will rob the pasture plauts of 
light, moisture and plant food, states 
Mr. Kirby. 
All pastures In which the 
weeds have made a start should be 
mowed. 
Bushes should be cut also. 
Some 
shade is good for the live stock that 
uses a pasture, but the close, dense 
shading 
produced 
by 
low-growing 
boshes and shrubs will kill the grass 
and clover plants. Bushes .are espe­ 
cially bad in pastures newly seeded 
on cutover or recently cleared land. 
Uneven Grazing Harmful. 
Mr. Kirby find-; that uneven grazing 
is another of the detriments to good 
pastures. 
This 
results 
when 
not 
enough animals are placed on the 
grass to keep the sod grazed evenly. 
When only a few animals are in the 
pasture, they will graze heavily in 
some places and allow the other parts 
to grow unhindered. 
Those grasses | 
and clovers growing tali and going to 
seed become hard, fibrous and unpal­ 
atable, whereas had they been proper­ 
ly grazed, would have been succulent, 
tender and palatable. 
If grazing is 
uneven, mow the parts not grazed or, 
better still, add a few more dairy 
cows to the farm, states Mr. Kirby.
